aunouncement of the capture of Vin- 
nitsa, said the Soviet troops also 
captured over 30 inhabited localities, 
including the town of Litin, a dis- 
trict centre of the Vinnitsa region. 

The Jarge German garrison at 
Vinnitsa was almost entirely wiped 
out, the communiqué added.

“The alleged proposals were said 
to comprise a rectification of the 
Soviet-Rumanian frontier, the return 
of Transylvania to Rumania, a Soviet 
renunciation in regard to war indem- 
nities, and so forth,’’ the Soviet 
statement continued. ‘‘ Therg is not 
one word of truth in the above 
report, and no proposals of any kind 


‘have been made to the Rumanian

FRANKFURT. AND ROME 
AREAS ATTAGKED 


LLIED air attacks on the Continent were continued on Sunday 

night and yesterday, when targets were bombed in France 

and South-Western Germany. According to a Reuter report, the 

raids on South Austria and Yugo-Slavia on Sunday were made by 

the largest force of Liberators and Flying Fortresses ever seen in 
the Mediterranean theatre of war. 


Among the targets attacked in 
France were the railway junction of 
Creil, 30 miles north of, Paris. The 
raids on South-Western Germany 
were made later in the day. These 
attacks followed night raids -on 
places in Central and Western Ger- 
many. 

The British Air Ministry News 
Service says that crews of the 
Fighting French Lorraine Boston 
Squadron, a Dutch Mitchell 
squadron, and a Polish Mosquito 


squadron took part in widespread 


attacks, with R.A.F. squadrons of 
these medium and light bombers, on 
military targets in Northern, France. 

A report from Headquarters, 


U.S. Strategic Air Force in Europe, 


last night stated :-—'* Medium-sized 
forces of B17 Flying Fortresses 
and B.24 Liberators of the 8th Air 
Force attacked military targets in 
the Frankfurt area of Germany to- 
day. Formationg.encountered diffi- 
cult weather, and. bombs were 
dropped through clouds by means of 
instruments. 

“Few enemy aircraft were en- 
countered, but four of them were 
destroyed by the strong fighter 
escort, which included P.47 Thunder- 
bolts, 2.38 Lightnings, and P.51 
Mustangs of the 8th Air Force and 
Mustangs of the 9th Air Force. 

‘*Six of our bombers and eight 
fighters are missing. 

Reuter’s Special Correspondent at 
Allied Sonlinatenn, Italy, states 
that the strongest force of Liberators 
and Flying Fortresses ever seen in 
the Mediterranean theatre made the 
raid on Graz and KI urt, in 
South Austria, and in and 
Metrovik, in . Yugo-Slavia, on 
Sunday. They dropped the second- 
biggest bomb-load on record. The 
raids were continued on Sunday 
night by R.A.F. Halifaxes, Libera- 
tors and Wellingtons, which took as 
their. targets the great. submaripe 
base at Mongaloone, ten miles 
north-west of Trieste. The American 


heavy bombers flew through heavy 
flak. They fought off swarms of 
rocket-firing fighters for nearly an 
hour over the aerodrome and 
adjoining Messerschmitt component 
factory at Klagenfurt and over the 
great steel works and railway shops 
at Graz. Thirty Axis planes were 
destroyed over these targets. 

. Rome Radio stated last night 
that the Tiburtina area of Rome 
was bombed again at 7 o’clock 
yesterday morning. 

‘* During the day,” the announcer 
added, ‘‘enemy planes attacked 
localities in Lazio, Tuscany and the 
North Italian provinces.’’—(Reuter.) 

A British Air Ministry and 
Ministry of Home Security report 
yesterday stated:—‘‘On Sunday 
night there was some enemy activity 
over coastal districts of East and 
North-East England. Bombs which 
were dropped did little damage and 
caused no casualties. Seven enemy 
aircraft were destroyed. Anotler 
enemy aircraft was destroyed by a 
R.C.A.F. fighter over the Channel”

The ceremony was attended by 
four monarchs, viz.: King George 
VI, who acted as best man; Kin 
George of Greece, King Haakon o 
Norway, and Queen Wilhelmina of 
the Netherlands. ; 

King George oí Greece gave away 
the bride,. who, over her wedding 
gown, wore & coat of dark mink 
wrapped closely round her. She 
also wore a skull cap, so small 
that she seemed hatless. With her 
was her mother, Princess Aspasia 
of Greece, in blue. Twenty minutes 
later the bridegroom, tall and dark- 
haired, arrived in a car with his 
brothers, Prince Tomislav and 


King Peter of Yugo-Slavia. 


Prince Andrei. King Peter was in 
the light blue of the Yugo-Slav Air 
Force, and his brother, Prince 
Tomislav, wore the uniform of a 
midshipman in the Yugo-Slav Navy. 
Archpriest Ristanovitz, of the 
Serbian Church, to which King Peter 
belongs, and Archbishop Germanos, 
of the Greek Church, conducted the 
Marriage Service. The ceremony, 
which lasted twenty-five minutes, 
was. conducted first in Greek, then 
in Serbian, and finally in English. 
King George VI, who is god-father to 
King Peter, placed the wedding 
rings on the fingers of King Peter 
and his bride, and both he and the 
Queen kissed Princess Alexandra 
before and after the wedding.

The German reinforcements must 
have made their way through the 
honeycomb of tunnels beneath 
Monastery Hill. Highway 6, behind 
Cassino, is no lomger a supply 
channel, as its bridges have been 
destroyed and its surface pock- 
marked by shellfire. 

With these fresh troops, the resist- 
ance of Major Hellman’s men has 
stiffened. Hitting back on Sunday, 
they retook Hill 165—one of three 
strategic hill positions surrounding 
Monastery Hill. -They stormed the 


height, and drove off the Fifth Army 


men holding it, after laying down a 
vicious barrage. 

“Hangman s Hill” and “Castle 
Hill” remain in Allied hands. So 
does the railway station, though it 
is under a non-stop bombardment by 
mortar and artillery fire. A succces- 
sion of German counter-attacks 
against “Castle Hill” were driven 


In the face of the most bitter re- 
sistance and with considerable 
casualties on both sides, Allied 
tanks and infantry are slowly carv- 
ing a path into the western edge of 
Cassino, and up the lower slopés of 
Monaste “Hill 

Cassino s Continental Hotel, which 
emerged on Sunday as a German 
strong-point some distance behind 
the Allied spearhead, was success- 
fully dealt with yesterday by tanks, 
supported by anti-tank gunners and 
artillery, and 100 Germans hidden 
among the ruins with rifles, grenades 
and machine-guns were taken 
prisoner. , 
Hellmann's remaining strong-points 
are two clusters of houses on the 
western outskirts, the ducal palace, 
on the south side of ‘‘ Highway 6,” 
and the Roman amphitheatre, on the 
north side of the highway from 
where the Germans have been shell- 
ing the railway station.

~ CASSINO BATTLE - 
- FIERCER 
Germans Use Tunnels to 
Reinforce Garrison 


HE battle for the ruins of Cassino, now in its seventh 
day, is rising to a new peak of violence, states 


Major Hellman, commander of the German 
paratroops staging a bitter defence on the western out- 
skirts, has succeeded in getting in reinforcements to 
stiffen his last strong-points.

A motion favouring federal 
future of humanity”’ was carried 
by.a large majority at a meeting of 
the Discussion Circle of the Insur- 
ance Institute in Dublin last night.

Emmet Insurrection 


A wanuscript- document, which" on 
examiration proved to be a general 
statement of facts concerning the 
preparations for the Emmet insurrec- 
tion, was cise at last night's 
meeting of the Old Dublin Society, 
when Mr. Jospeh W. Hammond | 
read a paper entitled '' Behind the 
Ssenes of the Emmet. Insurrection.’ 
The document, which never was 
published, was found by Mr, Ham- 
mond in the Irish State Paper 
Office, and was taken from the de- 
position of Michael Quigley, of Rath- 
coffey, in Kildare, ‘at one time 
Emmet s staunch and loyal-supporter. 

Quigley, who was a bricklayer, 
had been concerned in the 1798 ris- 
ing, was captured, and later released 
and went to Paris. There he was 
approached and asked to go to 
Ireland, and assist in another re- 
bellion. He returned to Ireland, met 
Emmet, and later assisted in the 
construction . of a special house for 
Emmet. In Kilmainham Jail, after 
the rebellion, Quigley betrayed his 
fellow-prisorers. He was released in

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One More River 
Events in Russia are moving 
with such startling speed that it 
iis becoming increasingly difficult 
to keep accurate track of them. 
Hardly had the lines of the River 
Bug been turned by the Red Army 
when it was announced that 
Russian troops not only had 
reached the Dniester, but actually 
had crossed to the western bank 
of the river along a front of 
more than thirty miles. Many of 
the military experts—-most of 
whom, by the way, have been 
woefully at fault in their recent 
prognostications—toek the view 
that Marshal von Manstein, when 
he realised that the line of the 
Bug could not be defended, would 
make his ‘real stand on. the 
Dniester ; but now it seems quite 
possible—indeed, almost probable— 
that he will retire to the Pruth, 
which figured so prominently in 
the news during the last war. 
Yesterday there was an announce: 
ment of much significance. 
The German bulletin declared 
that von Manstein’s troops 
had evacuated the town of 
Vinnitsa, first having destroyed 
all its military installations. 
Since the beginning of Russia's 
gteat offensive in the Ukraine, 


Germans’ most valuable strong- 
‘holds, It is a railway junction 
of much importance, and, with 
Tarnopol, constitutes one of the 
mighty hinges upon which the 
whole German line to a length of 
some four hundred miles has 
swung towards the South. Now 
that it has gone, the neighbour- 


Russia—of Proskurov has been 
brought into immediate danger. 
If Proskurov should fall, the fate 
of Tarnopol will be certain; 
and, since the Red Army has 
passed to the west of Dubno, Lvov 
itself no longer can be regarded 
as safe. The Russians are shift- 
ing the centre of gravity of their 
southern offensive almost from 


are divided into three main 
groups under Marshal Zhukov on 


| the right, Marshal Koniev in the 


middle, and General Malinovsky 
on the left. For the moment, 
activity is greatest on the two 
wings, but Marshal Koniev made 
his colleagues’ progress possible 
by his rapid advance from Uman 
and his wholly unexpected forcing 
of the River Dniester. With the 
loss of Vinnitsa, in the north- 
east, and the steadily growing 
threat to Nicolaev, the great 
naval base on the estuary of the 
Bug, the entire German line 
seems to be in serious danger. 
Marshal von Manstein, whose 
mobility, is being hampered 
sorely by the Ukrainian thaws, 


lis being put to the pin of his 


collar to extricate his heavily- 
taxed divisions from the series of 
‘*‘ pockets ” into which they have 
been forced by the Russians; but 
he is a master of defensive 
tactics, and, with the exception 
of the Korsun débacle, he has 
managed, hitherto, to conduct his 
difficult retreat with a minimum 
of loss. 

Already the Russians, having 
crossed the Dniester, are fighting 
on Bessarabian territory. Thus, 
the tide of war-is advancing 
inexorably towards Rumania. 
This country, during the inter- 
war period, was a prominent 
member of the Little Entente, 
being allied, as such, with France 
and Great Britain. During the 
present war, however, Rumania 
declared herself on Germany’s 
side. Many of her troops fought 
against Russia, notably in the 
Kiev area; and, while her actual 
position is far from clear, she is 
regarded generally as an active 
member of the Axis group. 
During the last two weeks “an 
increasing number of Ukrainian 
and Bessarabian refugees has 
been streaming into Rumania 
proper. This fact has brought 
home very closely to the 
Rumanian people the grim reality 
of the situation with which they 
are “faced to-day. ~Indeed, the 
whole Balkan peninsula is in a 


‘55 [state of the highest nervous 


tension; with the Red Army, as 
it were, on their doorstep, the 
immediate future must. look any- 
thing but promising to the 
Balkan peoples. Rumania’s chief 
preoccupation is that she shall 
hold as much as. possible of 
the ubstantial territories that 
fell to her lot «after the 
last war, in which she fought 
on the side of France and 
Great Britain. Her most power- 
ful and persistent enemy is 
Hungary, at whose expense she 
obtained the ich lands of 
Transylvania. The present war 
has revived the Transylvanian 
problem in the acutest form. 
Rumania, in her own immediate 
interests, yielded a large part of 
the recovered territory to the 
Magyars; but, although she 
has been fighting against the

O'Connell street's famous wagtails 
were mentioned by the Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Dublin Rotary Club, Mr. 
T. H. Mason, in his paper, ‘‘ Bird 
Life,” which he read to the Club 
at their weekly lunch in the 
Gresham Hotel, yesterday. 

Every winter for about thirteen 
years these wagtaile—birds that 
normally will live only in the open 
countryside—have gathered for the 
night to roost in the. trees in 
O'Connell street. They arrive in the 
autumn, and depart in the spring. 
By their plumage they are known 
to birds’ from a far northern 
climate. Since they first arrived in 
Dublin their numbers have increased 
enormously. - 

Mr. Mason went on to give some 
interesting facts about bird migra- 
tion. . wings come to Ireland 
from Scandinavia; willow wrens 
from North Africa, and the cuckoo 
from India. 

Finally, he said that the birds 
have a big credit balance—they do 
far more good than harm. If you 
upset the balance ‘of nature—by kill- 
ing the birds—you are asking for 
much greater trouble in the form of 
insect and grub pests. A great deal 
still remains to be done, ong gene 
in the country districts, in the way.

Alas, this will never do either. 
Imagine ‘anyone reading Mr. Joyce 
in order te clarify the contemporary 
situation—or clarify anything! One 
should remember that the great 
artistic. feats accomplished in 
medieval times were carried out by 
people who conceived themselves to 
@ decent workmen, people who 
simply did not know how to do a 
bad job. On Sundays they put on 
their best clothes and went to 
Church. Nowadays your “artist” 
is a neurotic imbecile; hé has the 
cheek to discern in his own dementia 
the pattern of a universal chaos and 
it is no coincidence that most of his 
books are dirty and have to be 
banned. Beware of “culture,” 
‘reader; of ‘‘art’’ and “artists” be 
careful and apprehensiye. Such 
things were very fine when they 
came out first, they were part of the 
commonplace shape of life and no- 
body could possibly take exception 
to them. But when isolated in our 
own day to become merely a self- 
conscious social cult, an excuse for 
all sorts of bad behaviour, a pretext 


| for preciosity and worse—know then 


that words like ‘“culture’’ and 
“ar” do not mean what they 
meant. One great danger is this: 
if we admit that an artist is 
necessarily neurotic, many neurotic 
poor souls will conclude that 
they must be artists. And 
that is not an attitude that 
should be encouraged, however much 
it may float our poor country out 
into the main stream of European 
culture. It cannot be too strongly 
stressed that a true aesthetic per- 
ception is part of the essential equip- 
ment. of mankind and when one 
nowadays meets an oddly-shirted 
gossoon who blathers self-consciously 
about “ art,’’ one sees at once that 
he 1s a deficient type, one who has 
receded from the primitive norm. 
The instinct for propriety and beauty 
is highly developed even in animals. 
Hens, for example, are skilled in the 
plastic arts and can produce works 
of art that are not only impeccable 
in design and delicately coloured, 
but edible. The bee produces— 
albeit by a process that seems 
unnecessarily complex-——an exquisite 
ellow and nouris ing mess, fault- 
ay | packed and ready for market. 
I do not find, however, that 
either the hen or the bee, 
by reason of mere mastery of a 
particular art-form, claims to be 


situation. “The truth is, of course, 
that no such clarification is possible, 
nor is the word ‘‘ contemporary ” 
of any significance. The essentials 
of life do not — indeed cannot 
vary from one century to another, 
for life ‘itself means reproduction 
and repetition; to hold otherwise is 
to confuse life itself with the tem- 
porary vessels which contain it very 
temporarily. 

People who call to my lodgings 
for advice often ask me whether 
being Irish is itself an art-form. I 
_am not so sure that the answer can 
here be. yes. One asks oneself 
whether the state of being Irish is 
characterised, by the three essential 
requisites of James Aquinas Joyce— 
integritas, consonantsa,  charitas. 
This question each one of us must 
answer for himself, first looking into 
his own heart. it would save so 
much trouble if we could all answer 
in the affirmative. “Paudrig 
Crohoore, R.H.A.,” would be a 
grand way out; that each citizen 
should at birth be acknowledged to 
be an artist would save us all a lod 
of trouble and embarrassment. 


OBITUARY 
MR. E. J. PHELPS, K.C. 


The death occurred unexpectedly 
esterday of Mr. Ernest J. Phelps, 
K.C., doyen of the Irish Bar, out- 
standing lawyer in equity, and one 
of the tie remaining barristers who 
took silk ufder the old régime. 
Born at Waterpark, Castleconnell, 76 
years ago, he was the second: son 
of Mr. John Lecky Phelps, and was 
educated at Harrow and Oxford. He 
practised in England for about three 
years before he returned to this 
country, and was admitted to the 
Irish Bar in 1897. For many ba 
he was a Bencher of the King’s Inns, 
and he enjoyed an extensive practice. 
He was senior counsel in the Moy 
fishery case. which occupied 22 days ; 
and, up to the time of his death 
was_ counsel for the Great Southern 
Railways Company.
